Out of this branch of weed study is 


certain to -come remarkable informa- 
tion, for the ^poisonous plants me the 
most strangely (constituted aud given 
to astounding variations. 
Ifor in- 


stance, the common poke berry pre- 
sents a spectacle 
of contradictory 


qualities. 
Birds 
eat 
*the benries, 


which to men are poisonous. Cattle 
may eat the leaves when green and 
fresh, but if perchance they should 
eat a wilted leaf it would poison 
them. The roots are deadly poison, 
yet the shoota which grow up six 
inches higfc in the spring are an ex- 
cellent (food for man.—the rival of as- 
'paragus and equally healthful. Sci* 
ence has at last paused to inquire 
why this should «be so, and some day | 
fthe ichemical 'station, which can anake 
a deadly poison 'by -wilting -a leaf 
when the fresh, 'one as harmless will 
be discovered, 


Similarly it has been observed of 


American false hellebore or itchweed 
that the seeds are poisonous to chick- 
ens and that'the leaves -and oroota are 
poisonous/ to men <and horses, but 
that sheep and elk, which chew the 
cud, seem to relish the plant. Iti all i 
the <poison, when in the system, -acts j 
^l/ke, paralyzing .the (heart and 
spinal cord. The poisonous element 
of corncockle 'has not yet been ex- 
plained, but its curious action lias al- 
ready 'been observed. 'When extract- 
ed it mixes freely with -water, froths 
like soap and, though odorless, will 
when inhaled produce violent sneez- 
ing. Caper spurge, 'the common go- 
pher plant or spring wort, is curi- 
ous in that the mere (handling of it 
will poison to the extent of produc- 
ing pimples and often gtangrene. It 
is a thing that ^cattle can eat without 
harm, and goats eat freely, but the 
milk of the latter will then be dead- 
ly poison. In men ia moderate dose 
•will produce a general collapse and 
death in a few hours. The -poison 
of the sneeze weed develops onostly 
in the snowy yellow flowers and is 
violent. The young plants are cfom- 
paratively harmless -and even ia the 
mature ones the poison varies great- 
ly—sonte having scarcely any a't all. 


In the case of this plant and the 


woolly and stempless loco weed some 
effort has 'been made to find out 
where they get their deadly poisons. 
That of the toco weed is a *nost 
subtle thing. 
Sflie poison of 
the 


woolly loco .produces strange hallu- 
icinations in its victims. 
It affects 


the eyesight and silently reaches one 
after another of the vital functions, 
killing the victim in two years* time. 


Some animals after eating it refuse 


every other kind of tfood and seek 
only this. They endure ia lingering 
•period of emaciation, characterized 
by sunken eyeballs, lusterless Shair 
and feeble movements, and eventual- 
ly die of starvation. So mystic an 
element gathered from the earth and 
the tair naturally causes wonder and 
the desire to lovow what such things 
may be and why they are.-~-

She> Was <a Syrian iW<hose Deportation

Itefcroit, Mich./ Sept. 26.—Driven 


to desperation t>y ihe prospect of he- 
ing forever sepai^ated from her lover, 
in the ex^ectatiorx of m'arrying whom 
she had nearly circled the glohe, Al- 
exandria Joseph, $, young Syrian 
girl, in a trapreme -effort to escape 
from the United States immigration 
agent who was about to deport ther, 
threw herself from the window of a 
^Michigan Central passenger train 
running fifty miles an hour yester- 
day, aud was instantly killed. The 
tragedy occurred two miles north of 
Newport, on the ^Toledo division of 
the Michigan Central, -and was the 
culmination of years of effort on the 
.part of Abodelly, of Cedar Bapids, 
lown, to lead his old world sweet- 
heart to the altar. But .when -he (had 
saved enough money to pay the girl's 
passage to the United States, and 
fehe had come as far us Montreal, -the 
girl was refused admittance to rthe 
United States on the charge that she 
was afflicted <wirh ftrachoma. Abo- 
delly had the young .woman cared 
for at the hospital for three months. 
On August 19, however, his fuuds 
having given out, he 'attempted to 
run the gauntlet of the inspectors at 
Detroit, and was caught. Bath tho 
young foreigners were detained "oy 
the United States authorities 'at De- 
troit and Abodelly narrowly escaped 
deportation for violating the immi- 
gration laws. The sympathy of the 
officers was aroused in his favor, so 
that he was allowed to leave toAvn. 
Erom that <time;the girl's fate hung 
iu the balance, until yesterday 'Im- 
migration Agent Cameron Miller 
took her in -custody with -a .warrant

discontinuing its natural gas service 
to any consumer until the city's ap- 
plication for perpetual injunction, 
filed yesterday, can be heard in his 
court. 


rhs temporary 
restraining1 order 


was made returnable October 4, when 
there will be a preliminary hearing 
'to determine whether it shall remain 
in force until the case is tried on its 
merits and the question of the city's 
authority to compel the gas company 
to continue furnishing natural gas 
so long as it has any, is settled. 


This is the first step in the city's 


legal battle with the company. The 
summons iwas made returnable Oc- 
tober 11. That is the date the com- 
pany is to file pleadings that will 
present to the court its side of the 
case. 


The 'hearing on the temporary in- 


junction is considered, a formality. 


The city contends that the com- 


pany's franchise is in effect a contract 
compelling it to supply natural gas 
at present rates for the entire period 
of the company's life, which ends in 
1931. 


The company served notice several 


months ago that it would quit busi- 
ness, as the city council refused to 
pass a meter oidinanee.

THERE WAS NO ROOM III A HOS- 


PITAL FOR DENNIS KENNY, A 


CONSUMPTIVE. 


NEW YORK, — Dennis Kenny, homeless, was found uncon* 


scioua on the sidewalk at 44th Street and ist Avenue on 
Thursday night. An ambulance «urgeon from Flower Hos- 
pital said that the man was dying of consumption. He was 
taken to Bellevue and on Friday Was sent to the Metro- 
politan Hospital on Blackwell's Island, 


Last night Kenny was found unconscious in the street 


again. When he was revived in the police station he said 
that the people on The Island had told him that they had 
no room for him iu the hospital and had brought him back 
to the city. Dr. Stewart, of flower Hospital said it was a 
shame that Kenny had been turned out of the hospital as 
death was only a matter of a few days in his case. Kenny 
was taken to Bellevue agaia. 


Dr. Bickley, the acting superintendent of the Metropolitan 


Hospital, when asked about Ktnny's case over the tele- 
phone, said : 


"Kenny \vas placed in the consumption ward, which is 


terribly overcrowded. They are sleeping on the floor there 
atid we cau only keep those who are unable to walk or 
move about. 
Kenny was a very sick man and it was a 


shame to let him go ;* but he was stronger than eome of the 
others and so \ve had to leave him out. We couldn't put 
him in another ward, as it would be a crime to put a con- 
sumptive in a regular ward. The whole city seems tojtfull 
of consumption and we are so overcrowded here that a ttr* 
iible condition of affairs exist**

DAMAGE A TORPEDO CAN DO. 


Through the indiscretion of an offi- 


cer of the French coast defense the 
results of a mceut experiment in a 
caisson representing a section of tha 
coats defense ship Henri IV. have 
been made public. The caisson was 
anchored and a torpedo charge wns 
attached to its side about ten feet 
below the surface of the water, the 
depths at which a torpedo is expected 
to strike a vessel.

s made by means of an electric 


current worked from a -barge at some 
distance away.

twenty-one and -a hglf square yards 
in extent was made in. the side of the 
caisson,

OBSTACLE TO MARRIAGE THL 


CAUSE OF RASH ACT. 


She "Was a Syrian Whose Deportation 


Had Been Ordered by the 


Government.

Detroit, Mich., Sept 20.—Driven 


to desperation by the prospect of be- 
ing forever separated from her lover 
in the expectation of m'an-yang whom 
she had nearly circled the globe, Al- 
exandria Joseph, a young Syrian 
girl, in 
-a supreme c-ffort to escape 


from the United SLutes immigration 
agent who was about to deport 'her, 
threw herself from the window of a 
•Michigan 
Central passenger -train 


running fifty miles an 'hour yester- 
day, and was instantly killed. The 
tragedy occurred two miles north of 
Wewport, on the Toledo division of 
the Michigan Central, and was the 
culmination of years of effort on the 
part of Abodelly, of Cedar B-npids, 
Iowa, to lead his old world sweet- 
heart to the altar. But when he 3iad 
saved enough money to pay the girl's 
passage -to the United Suites, and 
she had come as far -as Montreal, the 
girl was refused -admittance to the 
United States -on the charge that she 
wns afflicted with trachoma. Abo- 
delly had the young woman cared 
for at the hospital for three months. 
On August 19, however, his funds 
having given out, lie 'attempted to 
rim the gauntlet of the inspectors at 
Detroit, tuid was caught. Both the 
young foreigners were detained "by 
•the United States authorities at De- 
troit and Abodelly narrowly escaped 
deportation for violating the immi- 
gration laws. The sympathy of the 
officers was around in his favor, so 
that he was allowed, to leave town.

•The temporary 
restraining order 


was made returnable October 4, when 
there will be a preliminary -hearing1 


'to determiaie whether it shall remain 
in force until the case is -tried on its 
merits .intl the question of the city's 
authority to compel the g-as company 
to continue furnishing- natural gas 
so long as it has any, is settled. 


Tins is the first step in the city's 


legal battle with the company. The 
summons was made returnable Oc- 
tcber 11. That is the date the com- 
pany is to file pleadings that will 
present to the court its side of the 
case. 


The 'hearing- on the temporary in- 


junction is considered a formality. 


The city contends that the com- 


=pmiy"s franchise is in effect a contract 
compelling- it to supply natural gas 
r.t present rates for the entire period 
of the company's life, which ends in

CONSUMPTIVE. 


NEW YORK.—Detinig Kenny, homeless, was found uncon- 


scious on the sidewalk at 44th Street and ist Avcune on 
Thursday night. An ambulance surgeon from Flower Hos- 
pital said that the man was dying of consumption. He was 
taken to Bcllevue and on Friday Was seat to the Metro- 
politan Hospital on Black well's Island. 


Last night Kenny was found unconscious in the street 


again. When he was revived in the police station he said 
that the people on The Island had told htm that they had 
uo room for him in the hospital and had brought IH'UI back 
to the city. Dr. Stewart, of Flower Hospital said it was a 
shame, that Kenny had been turned out of the hospital as 
death was only a matter of a few days in his case. Kenny 
was taken to Bellevue again. 


Dr. Bickley, the acting superintendent of the Metropolitan 


Hospital, when asked about JCtnny's caso over the tele- 
phone, said: 


"Kenny wag placed In the consumption ward, which is 


terribly overcrowded. They are sleeping on the floor there 
and we can only keep those who are unable to walk or 
move about. 
Kcnu* was a very sick man and it was a 


shame to let him go ;" but he was stronger than some of the 
others and so \ve had to leave him out. We couldn't put 
him in another ward, as it would be a crime to put a, con- 
sumptive in a regular ward. 
The whole rity seems to be full
